No tariff is too high, in the esti- 
mation of the Democratic majority 
of the House, for the protection 
of Southern interests.

AUSTRALIAN WOOL. 


tow the Hemoeval eof the Tariff 
Would Heip the Colonist. 
New YorK, July 24.—lu an in- 
terview to-day Samuel McCaugh- 
rey of Melbourne, the ower of mil- 
lions of sheep, said: “I have no 


doubt bat what we can produce 
sheep and wool much cheaper in 
Australia than you can here, We 
do not berd our sheep in flocks. 
We enclose the country iu puad- 
ducks ten miles square, with seven- 
wire fences. The maximum cost 
per annum for raisiug a sheep on 
freehold land, of which our firm 
has 300,000 acres in one locality, is 
54 cents for feed and 50 cents for 
management and shearing. The 
ordinary price for sheep that run 
on our lauds, based at a nominal 
sum from the Government, is four 
and one-half cents per head, 
These leases are for the maximum 
period of eighteen years, and at 
the expiration of that lease it is re- 
sold, by auction or otherwise. The 
incoming tenant is required to pay 
his predecessor for fences, build- 
ings, wells and other implements. 
The average wool product of com- 
mon sheep is about six pounds per 
head, which enables us to net 78 
per cent at London, or $780,0v0 fur 
the wool of one million sheep. If 
the American tariff is taken, off our 
wool will be worth five cents more 
per pound at once, and American 
wool will fall five cents. Our chief 
source of profit is in the sale of 
surplus stock, fur which there is 
always a good market.”

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A MINING BOOM 


UNDER WAY IN BASTERN 
NEVADA. 


Tuscarora, Buel and Delane Min- 
ing Districts—Prospecting Be- 
ing Actively Pursued. 


Special Correspondence Gazerrr. | 
ELKO, J une 20, 1888, 
Eprrox GAZHrr The discov- 
eries of rich and somewhat mas- 
sive ore during the past year in 
three or four of the leading mines 
of Tuscarora district, accompa- 
nied with undoubted geological 
evidences of their permauence, to- 
gether with the extraordinary de- 
velopments and large eutput of 
ore from tho Emancipation mine 
at Moyntain City, showing every 
indication that the ledge exposed 
to view is inexhaustible in the 
mining sense that this word is un- 
derstood and defined by mining 
men, has had the effect ot stimu- 
lating prospecting, and hence | ob- 
serve renewed activity and energy 
in this peculiar department of 
mining in every direction, both 
north and south of the Central Pa- 
cific railroad. All of the old aban- 
doned districts will be revisited 
and re-examined. Many old-timers 
now remember the good inudica- 
tions that were passed over bur- 
riedly in the heyday of mining 
prosperity when a prospect was 


not deemed worthy of notice or 
active attention that did not give 
a result of from $150 to $200 per 
ton. The most of these old di-- 
tricts are now or will be examined 
with a view of location and devel- 
opment of the same. 

During the past six or seven 
years nearly all well-directed pros- 
pecting in Eastern Nevada has 
ceased for the reason that taxes 
and labor have been high, the 
price of mining machinery and 
mining supplies too expensive, and 
Capital was called inte other silver 
ticeids where matters in this respect 
were more favorably situated than 
in Nevada. Nearly all these con- 
ditions have passed away. and 
hence renewed prospecting. From 
the methodical manuer ju which | 
the old and amateur prospectors 
have mapped out their line of 
work I have no doubt but that 
their geological surface investiga- 
tienes for the precious metals will 
result in the finding of some valu- 
able and promising mines. North- 
erstorn Nevada is unquestionably 
one of the richest mining fields to 
be found in the great silver zone 
of America. Nature seems to have 
bestowed her with mineral gifts 
with a prodigal hand. Here is to 
be found all of the useful as well 
as precious metals known to civ- 
ilized man or used in the commerce 
of the world. 

Among other districts that will 
be visited will be Silver Zone, sit- 
vated some twenty-five miles south 
of Toano on the Steptoe rauge.

left for the owners of the mines, 
and therefore this mode of operat- 
ing was abandoned. The general 
metallic formation is granite, al- 
ternated with sections of granite. 

The major portion of the ore is 
of a galena character. This district, 
like others of its kind, was given 
up and aban oned by the miners, 
wood aud water both being scarce. 
The district is in the most north- 
eastly portion of Elko county, vear 
the Utah and Idaho lines, border- 
ing on Thousand Spring Valley on 
ou the southwest, and is not far 
from the Goose Creek range.
